HERE IS NO doubt that the 

results of the general election 
on June 12 last in British Colum- 
bia when Social Credrtt emerged 
victorious have amazed _ nearly 
everybody.

TOKYO (CPA)—The right a 
left wing groups of the Japanese 
Socialist Party now form the larg- 
est opposition group to the Liberal 
yovernment as a result. of the re- 
cent Japanese elections.

employer. The government of 
India will give interest on the con- 
‘tributions at ‘the rate of 3% and 
the fund will. pay out on the 

-worker’s retirement. 

Indian government employes 
already have a non-contributory 
/Provident Fund available, and the 
state railways have a contribuiory 
scheme in operation. 

Framed under the Employes’ 
Provident Fund Act, the new 
scheme is estimated to benefit 
1,600,000 workers, which is more 
than one-half ‘of India’s industrial 
.orkers, . 

These workers are employed in 
1,600 factories, covering. six in- 
dustries—cotton, textiles, iron 
and steel, cement, engineering, 
Paper and cigarettes. 
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
